On March the 20th this year fair an even greater success than last year, and will spare-no efforts to 


Harry O. Budd arrived in Gleichen 
from Beltrami, Minn, and having 
200 acres of his farm, located two 
and one half miles northeast of 
town, broken last year, he proceed- 
ed to put ina crop. This season he 
also broke another 160 and put in 
46 acres of winter wheat. 

Mr Budd _ had heard of the big 
crops in this district, but of course, 
he did not expect that he should 
have one of them the first year an‘l 
anid he would be very well satisfied 
if he got half of the yields he had 
heard his neighbors talking about. 

The other day a reporter paid a 
visit to Mr. Joli Dafoe’s and that 
gentleman did not give him time to 
get into the house before he said: 
“Let me got into the rig apd drive 
across the road to Mr. Budd's for 
he has.one of the best crops I think 
I have ever seen, taking them all 
through.’? And Mr. Dafoe is one 
of our oldest settlers and ranchers. 
Tn a few minutes were setting eom- 
fortably in Mr. Budd’s home, which 
lyy-the-way, he built this season a- 


 qvelljas a fine barn uss ptable. 
gf la Answer to qhestions Mr, Budd 


nidmitted he had a big erop and 
said: “You gee we came from «# 
country. Shere big crops are not 
known, compared with this country 
and naturally feel a, little uncom- 
fortab'e, in ta kiag about them. 
So you wil] excuse me if I do not 
anake any remarks further than 
just telling you what have 
alone. y. 

““Yos we put in ahout 200 acres 
of grain, perhapsa little less but 
that is near enough. We had 
about 100 acres of spring wheat and 
threshed 4,300 bushels. Yes, 43 
bushels to the acre was the average, 
but about 40) neres went 48 bushels 
to the acre aad the other 60 being 
not quite so good palled down the 
average. I sold the first carload 
of this whaat at 784 cents per 
bushel, and am selling it all now as 
I have not granary room for it, but 
600 which I will keep for seed. 

“There were 38 acres of flax, 
which yielded 905 bushels, almost 
21 bu hels to the acre. The flax 
grade No, 1 and I sold them all 
at 31.114 per bushel, 

The balance of 62 acres were in 
oats, which yielded an average of 
1014 busitcis to the acre, and for the 
first carload of them 274 cents per 
bushel was pail. . Most of the oats, 
however, are still in the granary. 
The straw on these oats was very 
high, just about five fect; and we 
cut them alittle carly as we feared 
a storm might come and blow them 
down and they would be hard to 
cut. Mr. Dafoe says he believes 
that if we had left them a few days 
longer the average would have been 
mucli higher.’’ 

“That is. right’? remarked Mr, 
Dafoe. ‘‘T am sure they would have 
gone 120 in a few days. The straw 
was something wonderful, 
few patches but the whole field was

verize, Most spring crops, especially outs, it is quite an advantage that! 
the soil he well prepared and thoronghly pylyerizes. 

Land deeply plowed in ‘the fall and given good surface drainage 
will dry out much sooner in the spring, hold moisture better and he in’ 
better condition to work than land that has not been plowed, So in 
nearly all cases, by plowing well in tlie fall, see ling or. planting can be 
done earlier than would otherwise be possible, and the crop bein much} 
hetter condition, Another advantage in fall plowing of land intended! 
for spring crops is that it affords a better opportunity of applying, 


manure during the winter, ' |

There is not so much benefit in fall plowing of land that has been 
in cultivation for some time, and not properly managed, 
humus, and is liable to pack after heavy rains, Such Jand plowed in| 
the fall should be replowed in the spring, ahd therefore, all or most of 
the benefits of fall plowing would be lost,

The Remarkable Career of the 
Admirable Crichton. 


fr VERITABLE BOY WONDER. 


This Marvel, a Macter of Arts at 
Twelve, Died When Only Twenty- 
twe by Hie Own Sword, Which He 
Handed te a Defeated Foe. 


On July 8, 1583, In a night encounter 
in Mantua there died a boy of twenty- 
two who In the last eight years of his 
life was the wonder and admiration of 


‘| the chivalry and learning of Europe. 


This was James Crichton of Cluny, 
best known by the title given him by 
the French—the Adnirable Crichton. 


He was made a master of arts by | 


the University of St. Andrews in his 
twelfth year, He knew all that Insti- 
tution of learning could teach him 
when he was fourteen. At the nage of 
fifteen he met In public debate on all 
subjects many of the best minds fn 
France and yanquished them all. He 
knew all the learning of his day. He 
wad a master of twelve languages. He 
had a memory so wonderful ‘that, hear- 
ing a discourse of any length, be was 
able afterward to repent it word for 
word and duplicate every gesture of 
the speaker. He was a poet, a musil- 
cinn of excellence, an athlete, a horse: 
man, a soldier of trusted command be- 
fore he was nineteen, a wonderful ac- 
tor, a swordsman of extraordinary 
ekill, 

Crichton’s family was of consider. 
able importance and wealth and claim, 
ed royal descent, His father was lord 
advocate first to Queen Mary and aft- 
erward to King James VI. His moth- 
er was the daughter of Sir James Stew- 
art. Members of both faniilies were 
emiicnt in Scottish history. The boy 
Janes Crichton was sent to grammar 
echool at Perth, He emerged at the 
age of ten and immediately entered 
the fainous University of St, Andrews. 
The students there were divided into 
what were called circles, according to 
the tnleut they exhibited. Crichton ad- 
VYunced from, one circie to another un- 
til, when be was barely past eleven, 
the university turned him out with the 
degree of master of arts, It was the 
custom of young men of the time tu 
tintsh their educations by making the 
grand tour of Europe. Crichton, aup- 
piled with letters from bis fumily aud 
relatives to the nobles of the French 
court, went to Paris first, 

His “Qret- detion. on arrival was to 


the 
city offering to meet all conde at the 
College of Navurre tu débute In any 
one of twelve lunguages, “In any sci- 
euce, Mberul art, discipline or faculty, 
Whether practical or theoretic.” Such 
contests were common to the age, but 
the challenge, coming from a boy of 
fifteen, aroused deep tutérest. An im- 
tense crowd wus present on the day 
appointed. A ‘dozen. eminent philoso- 
Phers and divines’ presented thein- 
selves, Crichton, without the sem- 
Diinee of effort, defeuted all who at- 
tempted to cope with him., 
congratulated by the fuculty of the 
college, and Heury LIL, then the gay- 
est monarch tn Europe, carried bim 
off to his court, The next day Crich- 
ton appeared in the tourney and with 
consummate ense remained victor, in 
that martial struggle, ‘The king gave 
hin an fimportant command tn the 
army. He remained {fn 
yeurs, dazzling the people with bis 
accomplishments In every direction. 
* Crichton went next to Rome and 
Venlvee, In the latter city his friends 
were Sperone Speronl, one of the most 
Jenrned names ftv Itallan Hterature; ' 
Johh Donutl and Lorenzo Mussa, secre- 
tary to the republic of Venice. 
eral of the Latin poema Crichton com- 
posed in this circle have survived, 
ile was futroduced to the doge and 
the senate and in their presence deliv- 
ered an ortion so graceful and elo- 
quent that, according to Imperalls, “he 
was caterined a prodigy of nature.” 


“The Venetians were erraptured over 


his elegant manners, hix learning and 
accomplishinents, Crichton went to 
Padua to debate on the philosophy 
of Aristotle, then a subject absorbing 
the educated minds of all Europe, 
The argument lasted three days, and 
the bundsome young Scotchman was 
an euxy victor over all opponents. 

At Mantun a famous Itallan duellat 
Mved who bad vanquished many an- 
tavonints, Crichton sent bim a chal- 
lenge and nest day ran the Italien 
through the body, ‘The Duke of Man- 
tim engayed him ax tutor for his son, 
Ndtwenzo dt Gonzaza, ‘The court. of 
Myniua was celebrated for its patron. 
‘The tihest 
troupe of_actors in Europe, dehomiuat- 
ei 1 Gelost, was attached to {t. Crich- 
fon composed a species of comedy for 
the company, satirizing the weakness- 
ex of the various occupations tn Mfe, 
then undertook to sustain hitnself the 
most prominent and diftientt churac- 
ters In the plece, Even the actors 
were curried awny with enthusiasm, 
60 marvelous was Crichton's acting, 

The young Duke Vincenzo, his pu- 
pil, was Jealous of Crichton, who 
found favor tu the eves of a beautiful 
young noblewoman whom Vincenzo had 
wooed in vain, One night Crichton, 
walking home through the streets, 
Playing a4 he went alopg on bis guitar, 
wis suddenly attacked by six masked 
men. He flung away the guitar, drew 
hia aword and quickly killed two of 
hia anfagonista, put two more to filght 
and disarmed the leader, ‘The latter's 
mask fell off. It was the young Duke 
Vincenzo. Crichton dropped on his 
knee and presented his own sword to 
bis pupil. The dulre took it and thrust 
it through Crichton'’s body. He fell
